90 MILES AN HOUR FOR ATWOOD 


Breaks American Speed Record 
and Reaches Toledo, O. 


ONCE FOR GASOLIYNE. 


STOPS 


Completes 521 Miles of Journey from 
St. Louis to Boston. 


Toledo, O., Aug. 16.—[{Spectal )—Breaking 
the American record for speed by heavier 
than air machines, Harry N. Atwood flew nine 
miles in six minutes during the first leg of 
his flight from Elkhart, Ind., to Toledo today. 
This is at the rate of ninety miles an hour. 

Stopping for a five hour rest and to replen- 
ish his gasoline tank at Pettisville, O., At- 
wood resumed his flight at 3:22 this after- 
noon. Thirty-five minutes later he flashed 
over the finish line here, thirty-seven miles 
from his last starting point. This lap of his 
St. Louis to New York and Boston journey 
was made at the rate of 63.42 miles an hour, 
while the last twenty miles from Swenton to 
Toledo were covered in sixteen minutes flat. 
or at the rate of seventy-five miles an hour. 

His nine mile dash was timed by operators 
on the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
rallroad and undoubtedly will stand for a 
long time as an unbeatable mark for Ameri- 
can aviators. 


Crosses State Line Like a Flash. 

At Butler, Ind., he flashed over thejrailroad 
station at 9:32 a. m. Six minutes later, by 
corrected railroad time, he was passing over 
the station at Mina, O., having crossed the 
state line during his phenomenal burst of 


speed. 

When he landed here this afternoon he had 
put behind him 521 of the 1,265 miles he must 
cover before reaching New York. He left 
St. Louls Monday, flying 286 miles to Chicago. 
Tuesday he flew the 101 miles from Chicago 
to Elkhart and today his total mileage was 
184 miles, covered in two hours and forty. 
one minutes. All told he has flown eleven 
hours and fifty-five minutes in making the 521 
miles. 

The most noteworthy thing about Atwood's 
night aside from the remarkable freedom 
from even slight misnaps which he has em- 
joyed so far as the increasing speed with 
which he negotiates each leg of his trans- 
continental journey. 

Uniformly Accelerated Motion. 

On Monday his average for the 286 miles 
was 43.44 miles an hour, actual flying time. 
Yesterday, on his no-stop flight from Chicago 
to Elkhart. he increased this to 44.55 miles an 
hour. Today, with one stop, he again in- 
creased his day's average, making 40.98 miles 
an hour for the 134 miles from Elkhart. 

His grand average for the 521 miles is 43.79 


miles an hour, the figures being much below 
yesterday’s and today's averages because 
of the fact that his slowest time was made 
on Monday, when he flew more than half 
the total distance he has covered.

PLAN BIG BUILDING LOCKOUT 


Contractors Send Ultimatum to 
Warring Labor Unions.

THREATEN GENERAL TIEUP. 
Declare Disputes Must Be Settled; See 
14,000 Men Idle from Strikes. 


Tired of continue] wrangling among labor 
organizations, general contractors of Chi- 
cago propose to lock out every building 
trades union in the city within the next ten 
days unless there is a marked clearance of 
the industrial atmosphere. 

Members of contractors’ associations have 
sought for the last two weeks to have of- 
ficials of their organizations call a special 
meeting for the purpose of inaugurating the 
lockout method as a weapon against hostile 
unions. This meeting will be called the latter 
part of this week or the first of next week, 
it was stated last night. 

‘An ultimatum will be issued to the labor 
unions declaring that the situation must be 
cleared for action at once or else all building 
construction work in the city will stop. When 
a lockout is declared, according to the con- 
tractors, it will not be for a few days, but 
until the first of next year. All of the build- 
ing contracts contain strike clauses and 
therefore cannot be penalized. 

Thirty million dollars represents the toll 
paid by Chicago as a single result of the 
dispute between the plumbers and steam- 
fitters, according to estimates of the largest 
contractors. Besides this amount more has 
been added by the fight between the bricklay- 
ers and cement finishers and by the brickmak- 
ers’ strike.

Photograph by Yerkes Observatory 
at Williams Bay Expected to Show 
Phenomenon Clearly. 


Mars and Saturn looked to the naked eye— 
that is, to the naked eye of the one who 
stood under a clear sky—like a brilliant deu- 
ble. star at 1 o’clock this morning. 

Astronomers at the Yerkes observatory of 
the University of Chicago, Williams Bay, 
Wis., and of the Harvard college observa- 
tory, Cambridge, Mass., were prepared to 
photograph the phenomenon.

The 
Illinois legislators are thinking about trying 
a public service commission plan out there, 
but are a bit shy about adopting it until they 
have heard how the idea is working in Wis- 
consin, New York, and Massachusetts.

SECRETARY WILSON 76 NOW; 
OLDEST CABINET OFFICER. 


Has Served 14 Years as Chief Director 
of Nation’s Husbandry, Beginning 
with President McKinley. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, who is the oldest mem- 
ber of the president’s cabinet, and who has 
held his portfolio since 1897, a longer period 
than any other cabinet officer in the history | 
of the government, today observed the seven- 
ty-sixth anniversary of his birth. 

Secretary Wilson was born Aug. 16, 1835, 
in Ayrshire, Scotland, which wes also the 
birthplace of Robert Burns.

Other Chicago insurance company's methods 


were denounced today by the committee on 
Industrial health and accident insurance of 
the national convention of insurance com- 
missioners. 

This time it is the North American Accident 
Insurance company, which issues policies 
chiefy among the industrial classes. Con- 
cerning this company, the committee says: 

“There is a tendency to scale or reject 
meritorious death claims. Accumulation 
benefits are too often paid only when the 
beneficiary himseif discovers that he is en- 
titled to the same and makes demand. 
Change of occupation is at times asserted 
without decent warrant. Agents are some- 
times instructed to keep silent as to claims 
or rights of which they know, but of which 
the beneficiary or claimant is apparently not 
aware. | 

The cases cited by the examiners also in- 
dicate a willingness not only to take advan- 
tage ot technical defenses, dut also to resort 
#0 dilatory tactics, both in correspondence 
‘with the olalmant and in the progress of any 
uit which may be brought.” 


- . Efforts to Dodge Claims. 
“The. committee cites the case of Wiliiam H. 


Hughes, Who died from accidental polson- 


ing. The policy, calling for $100, was sent 
by the company's agent to the home office 


with the statement that no report had ever 


n made thereon and no claim notice 
given, and that the writer was strong in 
the impression that “if we let this case 
alone and do not disturb there will be no 


“Claim filed.” 


The home office took the hint and kept quis 
and, the beneficiary presumably thus being 
kept in ignorance,.no claim was made under 
the policy and though a year has elapsed 
nothing has been paid. 

In another case, that of Win Wright, the 
policyhoicer was insured as a brakeman and 


apparently wes killed while at work in his 


* 


regular employment. The local agent wrote 


the company, notifying of his death and ask- 
ing that proof papers be sent so that he 
could have the matter attended to. The home 
office replied: 

“I would suggest that you let the matter 
rest quietly. It is not our business to 
establish the claim and there is nothing that 
any one can do or suggest that would be 
of any benefit to any one in the matter, only 
to let it entirely alone.” 


Reforms Promised Official. 

The vice president of this company at the 
hearing of the committee, accepted the ro- 
port of its examiners and stated that his 
company had already put in operation 
of the reforms suggestéd by the committee, 
and that all criticised claims would be re- 
opened and ful) reStitution made under his 
personal supervision. 

Concérning the National Casualty com- 
pany of Detroit, which does business in 
thirty states, the examiners report that dis-

ON GARDEN WORK 


Members of Railway Beauti- 
fying ‘Association Lay 
Plan for Expansion. 


LINES MUST COME 10 IT. 


Secretary Butterfield Says Offi- 
cials Are Becoming In- 
terested. 


; 
Plans to enlist every rallroad in the United 
States in the work of beautifying station 
grounds and right of way, were presented to 


the Railway Gardening association's final 


session yesterday at the Kaiserhof hotel. 
Each road will be asked to have some df its 
officers enrolled in the membership of the 
organization. A bookiet, showing the his- 
tory of the work since 107, written by George 
B. Moulder, chief gardener of the’ Illinois 
Central railroad, will be sent to all roads. 
The booklet contains photographs of the 
improvements made in railroad station sur- 
roundings under the direction of a gardening 
department. 

“All of the roads have got to come to it 
in time,“ said Secretary J. 8. Butterfield, 
chief gardener of the Missouri Pacific rail: 
way.” We now have 150 members repre- 
senting thirty-five different railroads, and 
are securing more each year. It took a long 
time to induce them to take any interest in 
it at-all, and still more to get them actively 
interested to the extent of recognizing the 
association. 

“The railway gardener has a hard time in 
securing recognition of the worth of his 
ideas but the idea is spreading.”’ 


Vision for Towermen. 

A rosy vision of the railway towenman of 
the future was presented in a paper read by 
R. W. Hutchinson, gardener of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, at the meeting. 

How much more cheerful to the lonesome 
operator in the tower,“ he said, to be able 


to look upon a small green park with a bed 


or two of beautiful towers in bloom; to be 
able, in his spare moments to ciean out 
weeds, water the flowers, and help break the 
monotony of the long hours of his watch! 
Does it not alsò create a tendency to dleanli- 
ness and godliness and give him a cleaner, 


clearer view of life? 

There is no limit to be set as to how far the 
jurisdiction of the gardener should extend berond 
the park fence,’’ he continued. It sheuld en- 
tend to the vacant lots, which are generally the 
éumping grounds for tin cans. ashes. and rubbish 
of all kinds. but might be transformed into velvety 
green banks and increase the value of the railroad 
property as well.“ 

In the afternoon a party of members made an 
inspection of the station grounds cf the Burlington 


road between Chicago and Western Springs.
